So much for ihe men; If 
they are accompanied by their wives 
and daughters, whom the traders may 
not have met! ai any of the tea dances 
or “puskeys,” they are not bored with 
a lot of “con” talk about the crops, 
the condition of ‘he roads and “it was 
too bad it rained during fair week,” 
but they are each and every one re- 
spectfully kissed. All the local gos- 
sip is gone over. They may have news

Let a ‘good thing happen 
along Jasper Avenue and every lead- 
pipe cincher will flag it. They won’t 
be even satisfied with their share but 
will scout around for ground floor in- 
Vormation. ‘ 

But to get back to the ecmmon folks, 

the surveyors, road cutters, missionar- 
ies and traders. We were talking of A. 
C. Talbot’s difficult task of surveying. 
It is no snap to settle a squabble over 
land amicably between natives. 
Butj he has gone along doing a lot\-of 
work and leit but few sore heads be- 
hind him. We don’t hear the mission- 
aries compla‘n,soguessit must have 
gone their way. Mr. Ponton is sur- 
veying reservations for the wards of 
the governmeut. They are picking 
out hay land on which ta Yeed all 
the cattle the great father is going to 
send in io his children; also large 
sections of couatry that we under- 
stand will appear cJothed in gofden 
gtain as soon as the boys got tired, of 
hunting moose and bear.

In fact it is 
Similiar to the Tawatanaw valley 
which every freighter out of Edmon. 
ton knows. After Crossing Bear lake, 
which is about six miles wide, the 
trail travels through serub pine, some 
poplar and grey willows, skirting at 
times muskegs, for perbaps 15 miles. 
The balance of the distance, is prac- 
tically ali Poplar, no down timber to 
speak of; and it is rarely a person can 
travel the same distance in this land 
of muskegs and creeks Without strik- 
ing more creeks. The whole distance 
is fairly level. In no place along the 
whole route is a bridge or a “double- 
up” necessary. It is really a splendid 
winter route and there is sufficient 
hay and water. We respectfully sub- 
mit the above matter to Jack Flyn 
and his fellow freighters for their con- 
sideration. 4

Viakfontein. — :

Scheeper’s Nek. 

London, Sept. 2U.—Further details of 
the recent British surprise at Scheep- 
er’s Nek show thai three companies 
of mounted infantry with three guns, 
under Major Gough, were reeonnoiter- 
ing south of Utrecht in conjuaction 
with the mpounied rifles under Stew- 
art. Gough sighted 500 of the enemy, 
who were retiring from Seheeper’s 
Nek. ‘The enemy  off-saddled, and 
Gough proceeded to the ridge over- 
looking them. He. asked Stewart, 
wha was an hour behind, to co-oper- 
ate with him. The Boer move was 
evidently a trap. Wben Gough reach- 
ed bis objective point he was suddenly 
attacked om his right aud front, and 
overpowered. Stewart was unable to 
co-operate with Gough. 

Lord. Kitchener also reports that 
the Brit:sh captured by the Boers in 
the ambush near Scheeper’s Nek, Sept. 
17, have, “een released aud that the 
British casualties in the recent V'ak- 
fonteia engagement, when the Boers 
captured a, company of mounted in- 
fantry and two guns, were one offi- 
cer and five men killed, 23 men wound- 
ed and six off‘cvrs and 109 men taken 
prisoners. He annoupces ihat these 
prisoners have since veen released.

Under cover of darkness the Boers 
managed to carry off a gun. They were 
promptly followed up and the gun was 
recovered 1n a sWait engagement, jn 
which Kritzinger Jost two killed and 
20 taken prisoners. 

Traim Weeekers Killed. 

Pretoria, Sept. 20.—A small column 
about 400 strong, under Col. Hackett- 
Thompson, of the Cameron Highland- 
ers, inciuding some Yeomanry and 
60th Canadian scouts, marching east 
from Hekpoort and thence to Water- 
val, came up near Wagen Drift with 
some of Hin‘ton’s train-wreckers, who 
had rejoined the commandoes of Wil- 
liams, Pie! Uys, and Pict Viljoen. 

The column succeeded in driving the 
Boers northeast, killing, four of the 
wreckers ana taking two prisoners, 
one of whom was mortally wounded.; 
They also toak a small number of cat- 
tle and, sheep, some rifles and am- 
wunitiot, and five wagons. 

Several mail bags, soldiers’ pocket- 
books, etc., were recovered. The Brit- 
ish losses were three wounded. 

Fight Near Craddock. 

In a recent’ fight near Craddock, 
Cape Colony, Col. Scobles’ ferce con- 
sisting of 9th Lancers and Ope 
Mounted Rifles accounted for the 
whole of Commandayt Lat*er’s force 
ot 1138 Boer rebeis, of whem 11 were 
killed, 16 wounded and 56 captured.

Tbe Gallagher-Hull 
Co., the principal exporters, have ship- 
ped away this season some 25 car loads 
of dressed and cured meats. All this 


went to the coast or te the mining 


camps. At present there is none on 
hand for shipment. 


Beef is away down. The 
quoted are 21-2 to 23-4 floor the best 


dressed steers. Offerings in this line 
are heavy, tbe market being almost 


overstocked. 

Mutton is four and a half cents, 
live, amd it, too, is plentiful. 

The poultry market has not yet 
opened and fowl are very scarce. Eight 
cents a pound live, is the price quot- 
ec. The coast and Kootenay again 


olfer: a market for all produce in 


this linc. The demand there is par- 
ticularly good and only the scarcity 
of supply here prevents a, big business 
being done. 

Butter and eggs are + Unusually 
scaree, due largely to the impassable 
condition. of the rosds which has pre- 
vented any of these products being 
marketed. The best butter brings 
A71-2c and eggs at 20c are equally 
scarce. With an improvement in the 
roads this price is likely to lower. 

In the grain business prospects are 
considered by dealers to be very 
bright, a great improvement over last 
year. None of this year’s grain is of- 
fering yet. Oats of this year’s growth 
is worth 19c on the car this week, 
with the regular raie of freight. The 
export rate to the coast is of no value 
as yel as dealers here have no trade 
there, not being in touch wiih foreign 
trade. Besides tuere are no facilities 
at the coast for handling grain. In 
order to handic the trade it would re- 
quire elevators of 150,000 to 200,000 
bushels, a ship load, and 3t - present 
there are none there. 


THE WEATHER. 

Wednesday and Thursday last were 
calm, cloudy and warm. The snow of 
the preceding Sunday melted slowly. 
Friday was still warmer and on Fri- 
day afternoon a warm drizzling rain 
fell taking away the last of the snow 
without adding much to the prevailing 
wetness. Saturday was clearing and 
changeable, with a west wind. Sun- 
day was fine, and this morning is 
clear and calm but cloudy. Frost has 
occurred nearly every night—but has 
not been severe. The leaves, however, 
are now falling rapidly. Asters, pan- 
sies, dajsies and other hardy flowers 
are still blooming in the gardens in 
town. Roads are still bad, but are 
drying in places. Grain cutting will 
not be recommenced before the last of 
this week. The grain in stacks and 
stooks has not suffered injury, to 
any serious amount. Not more than 
a quarter of the grain is yet uncut. 

SA SCORE 
SHORTAGE OF THRESHERS. 

Some eight more threshers are ur- 
gently needed in the district, but it 
is impossible to procure them, Orders 
iut the machines went in weeks ago 
and only now the manufacturers are 
advising the local dealers that it will 
be impossible for them to fill their or- 
ders. The reason they say, is that the 
available stock on hand was exhausted 
by the demand from Manitoba, and no 
more steel was procurable owing to 
the steel workers strike in the Siates.

‘HE ROYAL PARTY AT CALGARY. 

‘A red letter day in the history of 
Calga-y was Saturday last, when the 
city welcomed the Duke and Duchess 
of York and the other dis‘ivguished 
visitors who accompanied the royal 
party on their western trip. The Duke 
and Duchess with Lord and Lady Min- 


to and Sir Wilfrid aod Lady Laurier, 


arrived in Calgary at 9:30 Saturday 
morning. Calgary was crowded with 
visitors from far and near, The de- 
mand for accommodation brought 
back recollections of exhibition days, 
only the crowd was larger and the 
accommodation less. Residents did 
everything they could to accommodate 
their out-of-town. visitors but in spite 
of these efforts many were compelled 
to tramp the streets pretty much all 
night. The royal train was dus at 9:30 
but three bours before, in the * cold 
dawn of a September morning, the 
depot was crowded with an expectant 
crowd who had come early in the bope 
of avoiding the rush. Patiently the 
crowd kept its vigil but when at last 
the news spread that the train was 
coming the depot wes cleared and the 
weiting throng pressed back off the 
station property to add their numbers 
ta the jamb that thronged the streets 
in the vicinity of the station ard along 
the line of wwmarch. ‘The royal visitors 
were met at the depot by the reception 
committee and a guard of honor of the 
N. W. M. P. and left in a few minutes 
for Victoria Park where an inspection 
of mounted police apd a _ presenta- 
ion of medals to the volunteers who 
returned from South Africa were made 
by his royal highness, the Duke of 
York. A large number of police were 
present. Op the conclusion of the in- 
spection and presentation the proces 
sion was formed and the royal party 
with a guard of one hundred mounted 
police, under command of Commission- 
er Perry, left for the review of Indian 
tribes and pow-wow. 4t Shag-a-nappie 
point, a mile west of Calgary.

The hciy apparent and his royal 
consort have oow been travelling for 
months, ard a: theic journey com- 
prised a iour of Br'tish possessions it 
has heen ove loag series of welcome 
addresses, speeches, flags and furore. 
It is, therefore, not to be wondered at 
if they were surfeited with celebrat- 
ions, at least celcbrations of the 
stereotyped siyle. In order to introduce 
novelty the Calgary reception com- 
mittee had a review of Indian tribes 
with 4 truly aboriginal pow-wow, ant 
followed it' with a broncho busting and 
wild steer roping exhibition, both of 
which were certainly departures from 
the usual form of reception which, 4s 
one of the penalties of greatness, the 
heir, to the British throne had fpr the 
past num‘+r of months endured. It 
was estimated that about one 
thousand Indians participated in the 
programme. All the chiefs, adorned in 
their paint and feathers, were _pre- 
sented to the Duke and Duchess and 
each made a chort speech testifying to 
his loyalty and that of his tribe. 
These speeches were duly interpreted 
to His Royal Highness who in reply 
made a sbort address, in a clear, ring- 
ing and pleasant voice. On the con- 
clusion of these ceremonies the natives 
had a tea dance and pow-wow and 
concluded their part of the program- 
me by a mounted charge or stampede 
around the assembled guests and 
spectators. This scene beggars des- 
cription. A thousand, Indians, in all 
the glory of paint, feathers and gaudy 


colored attire, mioounted on ponies 
which, like their riders, were also 
painted and be-feathered, dashed 


around in one wild siampede. The 
Indians lent themselves readily to the 
occasion and with their wild Jooks and 
wilder actions, their featbers,paint and 
color and their savage whoops and 
yells in ‘heir mad stampede, 
provided a scene of barbaric life and 
colot which’ was at least a novelty to 
the guests of the day and calculated to 
dispel for a moment their feeling of 
great ennui. at ke a :

WOOLLEN MILL. 

The terms of the agreement upon 
which W, J. Wehster will erect and 
maintaia bis wooljen mill here have 
been settled between the town council 
and Mr. Webster and an agreement 
reached covering the following roints; 
Mr. Webster covenants to have erect- 
ed and in operation and fully equipp- 
ed by the first of June next a two-set 
mill. The buildings thereof to be of 
not less cost or value than $2,500: ihe 
machinery tol be of at least the cost 
ov value of $15,000. The mil! is to’ be 
oper ted for ten years, for a term of 
not less than four months in the first 
year and six months each succeeding 
year. On completion of the mill the 


town. agrees to pay Webs‘er the sum 
of $500 as a bonus. The property and 
plant is exempt from taxation for ten 
years. If Webster should fail to 
operate the mill from any cause he 
sha!l re-pay to the town $50 for each 
year of the said ten years im which 
such failure shall occur. If from any 
cause the niill goes out of business 
Webster agrees to repay the balance 
of the $500 unearned.
